Now extradition battle looms 
in hunt for Ding family killer

POLICE are facing an anxious 
wait to find out if the ‘prime 
suspect’ in the murder of a family 
of four can be extradited from 
Morocco. 

Anxiang Du, 53, was apprehend¬ 
ed by officers in Tangier on 
Saturday, more than 14 months 
after the Ding family were killed. 

Northamptonshire Police 
declared him as being the only 
person they were looking for in 
connection with the murder of 
Jeff Ding, his wife Ge ‘Helen’ Chui, 
and their daughters Xing, 18, and 
Alice, 12. 

They were killed at their home in 
Pioneer Close, Wootton, on April 
29, 2011 - the day of the Royal 
Wedding. 

However, police joy at Mr Du 
being apprehended may be tem¬ 
pered by a possible delay in him 
being returned to the UK for

questioning. There is no extradi¬ 
tion treaty between the UK and 
Morocco, leaving the Home Office 
to liaise with relevant authorities. 

In some countries, domestic 
extradition law requires a ‘special 
one-off arrangement’ to be put in 


place and may involve negotiating 
a ‘mini-treaty’ for the transfer of 
the individual. 

In the last 17 years, only two 
people have been extradited from 
the north African country. The last 
was in 2009 for a man wanted in 
connection with a £53 million 
heist in Kent. 

DCI Tom Davies said on 
Tuesday: “We can confirm today 
that the man arrested by 
Moroccan authorities on Saturday 
is in fact Mr Anxiang Du. 

“The Home Office will now 
undertake the responsibility 
around extradition procedures. At 
this stage we have no information 
to suggest how long this will take. 

“At this time there is nothing 
further we can add. 

“We have maintained regular 
contact with the friends and rela¬ 
tives of the Ding family, and have 
kept them informed of this latest 
development.”

IT TOOK 435 days, but the 
one man wanted in connec¬ 
tion with the murder of the 
Ding family was finally 
arrested more than 1,600 
miles from Northampton. 

The hunt for the slayer of 
Helen Chui, Jifeng ‘Jeff’ Ding, 
and their two daughters, 
18-year-old Xing ‘Nancy’ and 
Alice, 12, had taken 
Northamptonshire Police 
thousands of miles - from 
Wootton to China. 

The painstaking search for 
the man they were seeking to 
help with their inquiries into 
a crime that shocked the 
nation had on occasions 
brought much promise and 
then disappointment. 

Finally, on Saturday, just 
two days after a surprise 
police visit to Madrid, there 
was joy all round after 
Anxiang Du, the prime sus¬ 
pect, was apprehended after 
an apparent chase in the 
Moroccan city of Tangier. 

Northamptonshire Police 
have suffered much criticism 
around the deaths of the 
Dings - but their determina¬ 


tion to find the culprit 
remained undiminished. 

The Ding family were found 
brutally murdered at their 
home in Pioneer Close, 
Wootton, two days after they 
were killed. Their bodies were 
not discovered until con¬ 


cerned neighbours raised an 
alarm. The family had been 
killed on the day of the Royal 
Wedding, April 29 last year. 

It later transpired that, as 
the murderer fled the house, 
police officers responding to 
a call from Nancy were at an 
address two miles away. 

When it was discovered noth¬ 
ing ‘untoward’ was happening 
there, the case was closed. 

Almost immediately after 
their bodies were found, 
Helen and Jeff downstairs, 
and the two girls upstairs, 
cops announced that Mr Du 
was their prime suspect - 
allegedly there had been a 
dispute about money. 

Detectives tracked Mr Du, 
who lived in Coventry, to 
London but from there the 
trail appeared to go cold. 

In the past 14 months they 
have followed up hundreds of 
leads and taken thousands of 


statements. In an announce¬ 
ment last week they revealed 
they, at last, knew the route 
he took from Northampton 
before he was declared as 
being the cops’ only suspect. 

Working with the Serious 
and Organised Crime Agency, 
Interpol and Crown 
Prosecution Service 

International he was tracked 
to Tangier in north Africa. 

Without anyone on his tail, 
he had left the country by bus 
from Victoria Station and 
headed to Paris where he 
fled, using public transport, 
to Algeciras in southern 
Spain. 

From here, Mr Du caught a 
ferry on a busy route to 
Tangier where he is thought 
to have made a living in the 
herbal medicine industry. 

Inevitably he would have 
gone short of the cash he was 
known to have taken with him 
when he fled from England. 

Then on Saturday the 
undoubted luck that had seen 
him evade a massive manhunt 
across the world ran out and 
his time on the run came to an 
abrupt end. 

It is unclear whether his 
arrest came from informa¬ 
tion from the public after the 
heightened publicity focus¬ 
ing on that part of the world. 

Therefore it is not known if 
the £25,000 reward for infor¬ 
mation leading to his arrest 
will be collected by an indi¬ 
vidual. 

Now having found a man 
they believe holds the key to 
the Ding murders, Northants 
police must wait for the out¬ 
come of the possibly tricky 
extradition process. 

And you can be sure that 
after a frustrating 14 months 
the police won’t want to wait 
another day longer to solve 
this dreadful case.

BAILED OVER BABY DEATH 

A MAN and woman have 
been re-bailed in connect¬ 
ion with the death of a 
seven-week-old baby. 

The 23-year-old man and 
20-year-old woman 
answered bail at 
Northampton Police 
station on Monday and 
were bailed again until the 
end of September. 

The pair were arrested in 
March, shortly after the 
death of Jamie Kightley, 
who had suffered ‘multiple’ 
injuries. 

SEX ATTACK DRIVER HUNT 

POLICE are hunting for a 
man who stopped his car 
at a junction and sexually 
assaulted a woman. 

The 38-year-old 
pedestrian was at the 
corner of Bush Hill and 
Wellingborough Road, 
Northampton, on Monday 
night when the driver 
touched her. 

The offender was an 
Asian man, aged 20 to 
25 years old, around 5ft 2in 
tall and of very slim build. 


TOXIC algae which can kill 
animals and seriously harm 
humans has been discovered 
at a lake. 

Environment Agency offi¬ 
cers identified blue-green 
algae bloom in The 
Washlands, Northampton, as 
part of a routine sampling 
exercise on Monday. 

The Environment Agency 
has erected warning signs 
along the lake to alert the 
general public and dog walk¬ 
ers are being asked to keep 
their pets out of the water. 


Blue-green algae produces 
toxins which can harm, or 
even kill, farm animals, pets 
and wild animals, and cause 
skin-rashes, eye irritation, 
vomiting, diarrhoea, fever 
and muscle and joint pain in 
people. 

The authority is warning the 
public to keep away from the 
water and the water’s edge. 

Environment Agency staff 
will regularly test water sam¬ 
ples from the affected area 
until the algal count drops to 
a safe level.

One was charged and is 
due to appear at 
Northampton Magistrates'

Plan allows Cobblers to ‘move forward’ 


COUNCILLORS were last night 
set to give the green light to 
re-developing Sixfields Stadium. 

Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil's Cabinet was poised to sign 
an agreement with the Homes 
and Communities Agency to sell 
the land, which stretches from 
the stadium to the area of the 
new road.

different but no less wonderful than 
the Fishmarket.”

THIRTY rugby club members 
emerged unlikely heroes as 
Silverstone survived one of the 
most testing British Grand Prix 
weekends in the sport’s history.

Silverstone managing director 
Richard Phillips, who was said to 
be close to tears on Friday night, 
said: “The support of the local 
community has been wonderful. 

“Local farmers got in touch 
offering camping facilities - some 
of which we used to re-site 
campers on Friday night - and we

even had people camping in gar¬ 
dens. Everyone pulled together - 
it was actually quite humbling.” 

“Given the extreme weather 
conditions and position we found 
ourselves in on Friday, I don’t 
think Sunday could have gone 
much better. 

“The sun shone, we had a great 
race, a popular winner and I’m 
delighted we were able to get all 
the fans in and out of the circuit.

Les, whose pub is a ten-minute 
walk from the world famous race 
circuit, said: “There was rain, mud 
and chaos. Even though there 
were problems, everyone pulled 
together to help out. 

“It has taken the industrial 
cleaners to change my sea of 
mud into a carpet. 

“Where we had a marquee on 
a large grass area, this was 
turned into mud and resembles 
something from Glastonbury. 

“I don’t know how I am going to 
get this back to grass -1 will 
probably have to dig it up and 
start again or put down slabs. 

“Because the camp site was so 
muddy a lot of people decided to 
have a cup of tea or come to the 
pub. The four days were brilliant 
and it was our best yet.”

Beware dangers of meningitis 

FOLLOWING footballer Daniel Sturridge’s 
high-profile battle with viral meningitis, national 
charity Meningitis UK is warning people to be 
aware of viral meningitis this summer. 

Many people believe meningitis is a disease 
associated with winter, but viral meningitis cases 
peak during the summer and can hit anyone, of 
any age. 

Unlike bacterial meningitis, viral meningitis is 
rarely life-threatening. The majority of people 
recover with bed rest within five days to a fort¬ 
night but it can cause long-lasting after-effects 
such as fatigue, memory loss, concentration 
problems and depression. 

It is important to know what to look out for. 
Symptoms include a headache - which can often 
be more severe than with bacterial meningitis - a 
fever and fatigue plus can progress to a dislike of 
bright lights, nausea, vomiting and a stiff neck. 

The symptoms can often be similar to bacterial 
meningitis.

TORY MP Andrea Leadsom has said she 
does not think she is Tike Margaret 
Thatcher’, after demanding the Chancellor 
apologise to a Labour shadow minister. 

Numerous Tweeters took to the social 
network this week to describe her as the 
new Iron Lady after she chided George 
Osborne, Chancellor of the Exchequer, to 
say sorry to Ed Balls for implying he was 
involved in the Libor-fixing scandal.

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Future of library is 
not a closed book

PROTESTERS have dubbed a 
decision to move Wootton 
Library from Caroline Chisholm 
School as ‘scandalous’. 

Northamptonshire County Council 
is currently paying £150,000 per year 
under a Private Finance Initiative 
to keep the library open. 

It wants to buy its way out of the 
contract from the PFI company, 
move the library from the school 
and save £75,000 per year. 

Next week’s cabinet report pro¬ 
poses to switch the public library 
in Wootton from its current loca¬ 
tion into a unit based at the com¬ 
munity centre at the Wootton 
Community and Sports Centre at 
Curtlee Hill on an interim basis, 


while at the same time developing 
options for a permanent location. 

At a meeting on Monday, repre¬ 
sentatives from the school, the 
governing body and the Friends 
of Wootton Library said they 
wanted to look into whether they 
could retain the public library at 
the school by working with the 
county council. 

Chairman of the governors and 
a member of the Friends of 
Wootton Library, David Atkinson, 
said: “We think it is a scandal to 
remove a family-friendly, child- 
friendly library from a safe envi¬ 
ronment and put it in a place 
which is badly lit. 

“We believe if the library is moved 
then it will be half the size, open for 
less hours and will not meet the 
needs of the community.” 


Cabinet member for customer 
and community services, Cllr 
Heather Smith, said: “We can no 
longer ignore the high cost of the 
PFI agreement and the need for a 
public library in Wootton. 

“Representatives from the 
school community and Friends of 
Wootton Library have told us they 
want to try to find a way to keep 
the public library on the school 
site by working outside of the cur¬ 
rent PFI arrangements. 

“For this to happen, the school 
will have to demonstrate how 
they could address the issues of 
access by the general public and 
deliver a saving to the council of 
£75,000 a year.” 

A delegation from Caroline 
Chisholm will discuss the issue with 
the county council on Monday.

Judge Mr Justice Butterfield 
said the jury have to decide 
whether Leeman was in control 
of his own actions when he shot 
her five times last September. 

Leeman denies murder but 
admits manslaughter on the 
grounds of loss of control.

Rural school head 
hunting for pupils

A HEADTEACHER is encourag¬ 
ing parents to think ‘outside the 
town’ when they choose schools 
for their children. 

Eliza Hollis, head at three 
primaries - Tiffield, Whittlebury 
and Stoke Bruerne - said schools 
in rural areas are struggling to get 
pupils. 

Last month we reported how 
Northampton town centre 
schools were having to deal with 
a ‘sudden influx’ of admissions 
and five schools were forced to 
create additional classes to cope 
with demand. 

At Tiffield there are just 21 
students across the entire school. 

But Mrs Hollis says many par¬ 
ents do not realise they can 
choose to send their children to 
schools that aren’t necessarily in 
the catchment area. 

She said: “When I took over 
Tiffield it was in a period of insta¬ 
bility and Ofsted had given it a 
notice of improvement. Within 
two weeks of my taking over that 
had been taken off. 

“I think it is important for par¬ 
ents to realise that they can 
choose to send their children else¬ 
where. 

“For parents in places like 
Hunsbury we’re not that far away.” 


Mrs Hollis said students at the 
three sites interact with each 
other and Skype other pupils so 
there is great communication 
between schools. 

She added: “If parents are com¬ 
muting that way then they are 
driving straight past us and they 
can continue going to work. 


“We are small schools, but it is a 
very nurturing environment and 
we have a large adult to pupil 
ratio. Bigger is not always better - 
we are small and unique.” 

The three schools will be given 
Federation status in September, 
which means they will have one 
governing body.

Spidey’s back in old routine

THE AMAZING SPIDER-MAN [12A] 

Cast: Andrew Garfield, Emma Stone, Rhys Ifans, Denis Leary, 

Martin Sheen, Sally Field, Irrfan Khan, C Thomas Howell, Chris Zylka, 
Embeth Davidtz, Campbell Scott 

OKAY I admit it, about an hour-and-a-half in 
I was going to myself “the chemistry between 
Andrew Garfield and Emma Stone 
is great - but hasn’t this been done 
already?” 

But those feelings of deja vu 
evaporated in the final 30 or so 
minutes as Garfield’s new take on 
the character shook off my cobwebs 
and pulled me into an exhilarating 
finale that got my Spidey-senses 
tingling - and completely 
won me over. 

I kept thinking the same 
fate was going to bestow 
Garfield as the unfortunate 
Brandon Routh in the 
now-axed semi-Superman 
reboot, as this original story 
has similar plot devices - 
Uncle Ben (Martin Sheen) 
and Aunt May (Sally Field), 
weedy Peter getting 
bullied by thugs, turning 
vigilante to bring justice 
etc - this time based on 
the Ultimate Marvel 
universe. 

But, fortunately, with 
acclaimed director Marc 
Webb’s (500 Days of 
Summer), decent scripting 
of the right side of cheesy, 
a slightly darker edge - 
though not Christopher 


Nolan’s Batman dark - and the impressive 
on-screen interaction of Garfield and Stone (as 
love interest Gwen Stacy) it is still engaging fare 
before it explodes into life at the end. 

And after Peter has a family meal with Gwen’s 
police captain Dad (Denis Leary), he winds her in 
for a romantic clinch - that makes Maguire and 
Dunst’s upside-down-kiss from the first Spider- 
Man look like a rubbish snog behind the bike 
sheds - and that moment literally propels the film 
to the next level. 

The villain of the piece, Welsh actor Rhys Ifans’ 

Dr Curt Conners/The Lizard - who was Peter’s 
father’s former colleague pre-Reptilian-mutating 
experiment - sadly does play second fiddle as this 
undoubtedly sets up for a sequel, building on this 
film’s main plot point of Peter trying to 
learn about the mysterious disappear¬ 
ance of his parents. Some may argue it 
probably doesn’t better the start of the 
last Tobey Maguire/Sam Raimi trilogy - 
I was actually more a fan of Spider- 
Man 2 - and they may be right, but 
there’s a bit more heart in the movie 
that makes it more endearing by 
the close. I just can’t wait to see 
more from Garfield and my new 
screen crush Stone (whose 
reported off-screen relation¬ 
ship is pretty evident), and 
I’m just pleased that 
rumours of Spidey for the 
Twilight generation has 
proved unfounded - it has 
much more bite than that. 

Now did I hear something 
about maybe Marvel and 
Sony not completely ruling 
out Spidey being in the next 
Avengers movie... ?

Curry burning to 
link up with Hare

JON Curry is looking forward to once 
again working with Dusty Hare after 
joining the Northampton Saints 
Academy coaching staff. 

The pair previously worked together at 
Leicester tigers, where Curry headed up 
the Saints’ East Midlands rivals’ player 
development centre in Norfolk. 

During that time he oversaw the 
development of the likes of England duo 
Ben and Tom Youngs, as well as 
countless others from what is a 
traditional small rugby playing area. 

More recently, Curry has been out in 
Spain working with the national team 
and club side Cajasol Ciencias. However, 
he has now decided to return to England 
with Northampton. 

“The offer was something I couldn’t 
refuse,” he said. “I’m excited by the 
prospect of working with Dusty again, 
and the rest of the coaches at Franklin’s 
Gardens. I had a great time in Spain, but 
Northampton Saints is one of the top 
clubs in Europe and Franklin’s Gardens is 
a great place to be at the moment. 

“I enjoy bringing through young players 
and like Dusty, Alan [Dickens], Mark 
[Hopley] and Ross [Stewart], I take pride 
in seeing them develop through the 
system. 

“I’m determined to help the academy 
continue to produce talented players for 
the Saints first team and to expand our 
work in the East Midlands and Eastern 
Counties.” 

Saints recruitment and development 
manager Hare is a big admirer of Curry’s 
work, with over 40 per cent of 
Leicester’s Academy coming from 
Norfolk at one time. 

Curry also has experience at senior 
level, having been director of rugby at 
North Walsham for seven years during 
their stint in the National Leagues, 
despite being non-paying. 

Hare said: “I worked for a long time with 
Jon in my time at Leicester, so I know 
first hand what he will bring to our 
academy coaching staff 

“All you have to do is see the calibre of 
player Jon helped to bring through to 
know his ability to spot talent. 

“He also knows what it takes to give 
young players the direction they need to 
succeed, and is an excellent addition to 
the Saints’ Academy staff.” 


FORMER England and Leicester 
scrum-half Harry Ellis believes 
Northampton Saints star Lee 
Dickson should not be discounted 
in the scrap to nail down the num¬ 
ber nine jersey for the national 
side. 

Ellis, who won 27 caps for England 
and also represented the Lions in 
2009 in South Africa before a persist¬ 
ent knee injury forced him to hang 
up his boots in 2010, has watched on 
from the sidelines as a host of play¬ 
ers stake their claim to be England’s 
first choice. 

Harlequins star Danny Care, 
Leicester’s Ben Youngs and Dickson 
himself are at the front of the queue 
fighting it out for the prized spot, 
with Joe Simpson of Wasps and 
Richard Wigglesworth of Saracens 
also in the running. 

Dickson, 27, won his first cap after 
coming on as a replacement for Ben 
Youngs against Scotland in the Six 
Nations in February, and went on to 
establish himself as first choice dur¬ 
ing the tournament. 

The half-back impressed for Saints 
as Northampton’s stand-in leader, 
with regular skipper Dylan Hartley 
suspended for the run-in, but lost 
his starting place for England this 
summer in South Africa, first to the 
resurgent Youngs and then Care, 
who returned to the squad after his 
off-field problems. 

But Ellis thinks Dickson - the 
heartbeat of the Northampton 
squad - has enough quality to stake 
a claim to the England shirt and 
show off the consistency and dura- 


FORMULA ONE 

HOME comforts provided a welcome 
boost for Mark Webber as he 
produced a calm, assured drive that 
saw him rewarded with the second 
British Grand Prix victory of his 
career at Silverstone on Sunday, 
writes Marc Bazeley. 

It is a venue that has proved a 
happy hunting ground for the Red 
Bull Racing driver throughout his 
career, having taken wins there in 
Formula Ford and Formula 3000, as 
well as in Formula One two years 
ago. 

Living less than 30 miles away 
from the Silverstone circuit in the 
Buckinghamshire village of Aston 
Clinton means that Webber is able to 
stay at home during race weekends 
there. Indeed, just hours before the 
race he had been out for a morning 
run with his dogs. 

“The good thing about going home 
to them is that they don’t know if I’ve 
had a s*** day or a good day, they’re 
always happy to see me,” said the 
Australian, who knows it will be 
different at the German Grand Prix in 
just over a week’s time. 

“It’s good to be staying at home. All 
of us know how much we love hotels 
so it’s just good to be at home. Even 
though it’s my job and it’s all 
sportsmen and women’s jobs to

“I think he did earn his place in the 
England team at the back end of the 
Six Nations and he was playing very 
well,” said Ellis, who was speaking 
ahead of the J.P Morgan Asset 
Management Premiership 7s Series. 

“Lee is very nuggetty, very tough 
and does the basics very well, while 
Ben [Youngs] and Danny [Care] offer 
perhaps that little bit more, that 
maverick style.” 

With half a dozen Premiership 
sides featuring an England-qualified 
scrum-half knocking on England 
boss Stuart Lancaster’s door, the sit¬ 
uation is a far cry from when Ellis 
was the man in possession of the 
shirt. 

“When I broke into the England 
team Kyran Bracken had just retired, 
you had Matt Dawson and Andy 
Gomarsall and apart from that the 
cupboard was pretty bare,” said Ellis, 
who is now studying sports science 
at Loughborough University. 

“But then Peter Richards and 
Shaun Perry came through and sud¬ 
denly you had a boom in young 
players. Now it’s very exciting as they 
are all great players in their own 
right. There are five or six who could 
all play for England and it makes the 
Premiership very exciting viewing. 
You know whoever plays nine for 
England is going to be a very exciting 
player.”

With four 
laps to go, 
Webber pulled 


off a stunning move around the 
outside of the World Championship 
leader at Brooklands corner before 
accelerating away for the win. He 
also cut Alonso’s lead in the 
standings to 13 points. 

Webber said: “That was the main 
focus, to make sure that I could get 
to the stop lap. The guys were trying 
to predict which pit stop lap they 
wanted me to hit, and get there with 
the best combination of pace and 
tyre life. Ultimately that is the best 
way to get to the chequered flag. 

“Obviously you put a lot of faith in 
the pit wall. The guys are helping you 
to work out what level of pace you 
run at, and also balancing the car at 
the pit stops was important, working 
with the guys on the front wing. 

“We made quite a big adjustment at 
the first stop after my first stint and 
then I was much happier with the car 
in the second and third stints.” 

It was a tough weekend for the 
British contingent. McLaren duo 
Lewis Hamilton and Jenson Button 
were eighth and tenth respectively 
after struggling for race pace, while 
Force India’s Paul di Resta was 
forced to retire in the opening laps 
after suffering a puncture.

BEN Vaughan added to the list of 
Kings Heath ABC’s champions by 
blowing away the first and 
second ranked Welsh fighters on 
the way to claiming a gold medal I 
in the GB School Boys’ Championships over the weekend. 

Vaughan had earned his place in the England squad for the 
annual tournament by winning the 42kg class one ABAE Schools 
Championship back in January, having been boxing for just 18 
months. 

And he showed more of that form in Pontypridd by producing 
two stoppage wins over the host nation’s Curtis Bowden and Luke 
Steele, continuing the impressive start to his amateur career. 

He halted Bowden in the third round after sapping his energy 
and in the final he ripped into Steele straight from the opening 
bell, with the referee halting the bout after just one minute. 

Kings Heath coach James Conway said: “In the semi, Ben had his 
opponent’s number from the first bell and was cutting the ring off 
and throwing educated combinations. 

“His opponent had no answers to Ben’s aggressive pressure and 
resulted in trying to hold and smother his work. 

“After two rounds of trying to hold and survive, he tired and had 
no answers to Ben’s strength and accuracy, with the referee 
stopping the contest as he’d seen the Welsh boy take enough 
punishment. Although Ben had beaten the Welsh number one in 
the semis he knew he had to bring his A game’ - after all he was in 
Wales and there was a partisan crowd. 

“Ben left nothing to chance and immediately found his range and 
unloaded heavy combinations on his opponent, this time the 
referee had no choice but to stop the contest.” 

Lane rues judges’ decision 


ASH Lane was left feeling that he had been the victim of a bad 
decision after his points loss to Michael Ramabeletsa on Saturday, 
but has vowed that the lessons learnt from the experience will 
make him a better boxer. 

The Northampton bantamweight was in action on the undercard 
of Tyson Fury’s televised clash with Vinny Maddalone for the 
vacant WBO Inter-Continental heavyweight title at Clevedon’s 
Hand Arena. 

When the bell rang for the end of the sixth and final round, Lane 
was certain he had done enough to take the win only to turn 
around and see referee Clark Joslyn raise Ramabeletsa’s hand after 
awarding the Bristol-based South African a 58-57 win. 

“As soon as the bell went I raised my hand and punched the air 
because I was so convinced I had won,” said Lane. “I looked over at 
[trainer] Errol [Johnson] in the corner and his face changed to a 
look of bemusement as the referee turned around and raised 
Ramabeletsa’s hand. 

“I didn’t know what to do. I lost my temper and I was swearing. I 
shook the other boxer’s hand because it’s not his fault and I 
respect him. Then afterwards I had strangers coming up to me 
saying they thought I should have won.” 

Lane had been due to box against novice pro Anthony Nelson this 
weekend on the 20-fight ‘Summer Rumble Two’ show at 
Sunderland’s Stadium of Light, but has now been forced to pull out 
after suffering a cut below his eye that needed three stitches. 

Instead, the 21-year-old [2-2-2] former Far Cotton Boys amateur 
is now focusing on the changes he can make to his training routine 
after admitting that his preparation for this contest had been less 
than ideal. 

Lane explained: “I’ve not had the best preparation because in the 
last couple of months I’ve had so many fights called off at the last 
minute and, in that time, I’ve only had about four sparring sessions. 

“I need to be sparring more because I wobbled Ramabeletsa a 
couple of times, but I was a bit too cautious and just boxed. If I had 
been sparring I might have been able to see the punches better 
and realised when to step up the work-rate. 

“A couple of things I did learn from this fight were how to pace 
myself, pick my shots and use my jab. People keep telling me that 
I’ve got a good jab, which was something I hadn’t really realised.” 

Reeve set for home title fight 

NATHAN Reeve is set to fight for his first professional title in his 
home town of Northampton later this year, with September 8 
being pencilled in as the provisional date. 

The super-flyweight recorded an impressive third round 
stoppage over Fikret Remziev in his previous contest last month, 
improving his record to 6[3]-l. 

Full details for Reeve’s first tilt at a title are still to be confirmed, 
although it is expected that he will be fighting for either the 
Midlands Area or a Masters belt.

NORTHAMPTON fans worried 
about the departure of Chris 
Ashton to Saracens should not 
fear as Aussie international 
Cameron Shepherd will more 
than fill the England man's boots, 
says Gloucester boss Dean Ryan.
